Union Electric Co. announced 
today it was “very probable” that 
electricity to St. Charles would 
be cut off for several hours be- 
cause a transmission line pole had 
been washed out by flood waters. 

The pole, between Kratz air- 
port and the St. Charles bridge, 
helps support a line carrying elec- 
tricity from the company’s Page 
avenue sub-station to St.. Charles. 

Emergency Crews at Work. 

Emergency crews were trying to 
anchor the pole, which was being

Morale Is High in Tent City | 
For Flood-Displaced - Persons 


Red Cross Is ‘Sheltering About 180 Near 
Creve Coeur Lake — Adults Generally 
Philosophical Over Plight. 


Life in Tent City, a burgeoning, 
three-week-old community on a 
bluff overlooking Creve Coeur 


lake in St. Louis county, is rustic 
but comfortable, and under other 
circumstances the 180-odd resi- 
dents there would be having a 
fine vacation outing. 

But Tent City, as the temporary 
citizens refer to it, is far from 
being a vacation resort. It is an 
emergency Red Cross flood shel- 
ter, the first to be set up in this 
area. Many of the refugee-resi- 
dents there need walk but a few 
yards to see their homes being 
flooded by brimming waters from 
the normally placid lake below. 
The shelter was established in 
Creve Coeur Memorial Park June 
25 when the lake began to fill 
and overflow with backed-up wa- 
ter from the Missouri river, less 
than a mile away. Homes in the 
bottom lands began to be cut off 
at that time, but it was not until 
the Harrison levee, near Howard’s 
bend, went out yesterday that the 
area became untenable. 

Families Urged te Leave. 
Even through last night many 
families—the Red Cross estimated 
80—steadfastly remained in their 
homes, although Coast Guard 
crews and rescue volunteers 
chugged around the area in small 
boats all night, pausing wherever 
they saw a lighted window to try 
to persuade the reluctant house- 
holder to leave. 
Today the shelter has 31 living- 
tents, 24 of which are 20-foot- 
square army-type shelters, and 
the rest double-size. The Red 
Cross has furnished cots and most 
of the bedding. There is a cen- 
tral mess tent and dining hall; 
a shower-bath tent; an aid station, 
and a camp headquarters. Elec- 
tricity and piped water have been 
brought-over from. park outlets. - 
Morale is high. The young- 
sters appear to be having the 
time of their lives, and the adults 
generally are philosophical about 
their plight. 

“We know that worrying and 
complaining won’t help us any,” 
said Mrs. Hobert Thomason. “I 
just heard from a neighbor that 
our house on Creve Coeur Mill 
road is turned around backward 
and floating off down the bottom 
lands. That isn’t very cheerful 
news, but still we are thankful 
that we got out ourselves. ‘And 
we did save most of our furni- 
ture.” 

Mrs. Thomason and her hus- 
Band, a chemist at the Army Ad- 
ministration Center, and their two 
children Have been Tent Citians 
since June 27. 

“No Sense Complaining.” 
“There’s no sense using’ up our 
strength complaining about some- 
thing we couldn’t stop,” agreed 
Albert Jackson, a plumber. “We'll 
need all our energy to clean up 
this mess in a few days.” He and 
his wife ‘and five children have 
been out of their home at Vigus 
Station since July 2.

KANSAS CITY, MO., July 20 
(AP)—Rats, chased from their 
burrows by flood waters in low-

More than 20 persons have been 
treated for rat bites at the city’s 
General Hospital since flood wa- 
ters receded in the central in- 
dustrial district.

If so, this would not even be expedient poli- 
tics. For the cost may shock consumers. Sena- 
tor Douglas of Illinois and others predicted that 
a cut in the FPC’s power, as proposed in the 
Kerr bill, could cost 40,000,000 gas customers 
up to $500,000,000 yearly in higher rates. 

That is because the limit on FPC authority 
would leave a wide gap in utility regulation. 
Texas or Oklahoma will not regulate their gas 
producers to protect pipeline and utility cus- 
tomers in Missouri or Wisconsin. Only the FPC 
can do that. If it is prevented from doing so, 
or if it does not want to, the cost to the public 
should be the same. 

In his veto message Mr. Truman said: “The 
continuance of that (FPC) authority will ade- 
quately protect the public interest by permit- 
ting the commission to prevent unreasonable 
and excessive prices, which would give large 
windfall profits to gas producers at the ex- 
pense of consumers. ... ” ' 

The public will remember these- words. If 
the Truman Administration leaves consumers 
at the mercy of gas interests, the consumers will 
know they were sold down a pipeline. 
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The Pitchers’ Plight 


New proof of the world’s injustice comes from 
York, Pa. There, one Hulking Tom Casagrande, 
a $40,000 chattel of the Philadelphia Phillies, 
pitched 10 hitless innings, but lost 1-0 in the 
eleventh. It was tough. But suppose he had 
been relieved for a pinch hitter before he put 
that winning run on the bases. He still would 
not have been credited with a no-hit game— 
although he would have faced three more bat- 
ters than most no-hit pitchers get to see. 

_ A trifle less hard to take may be the case of 
the pitcher who is touched for a home run by 


‘the first batter and who then retires 27 oppon- 


ents in a row. That is also a case of a no-hitter 
not being a no-hitter. 

These are just samples of the rarer injustices 
of compiling pitchers’ records. A man may 
pitch four perfect innings without any scoring 
help from his team-mates, give way to a pinch 
hitter and then watch half-a-dozen relief pitch- 
ers being knocked all over the lot. But if his 
team suddenly comes to life at the plate, one 
of those battered reliefers gets credit for win- 
ning the game. Or consider the plight of the 
relief pitcher who not infrequently is sent into 
a game with no chance of being credited with 
a victory, but rather high probability of being 
charged with a loss. 

And just for a change of pace, consider the 
pitcher—old Satchel Paige for example—who 
may lose a game by “yielding” a few half-fum- 
bled scratch singles which are real hits only in 
the official scorer’s book. |

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More News to the Governor 

The things that surprise Gov. Forrest Smith 
can no longer surprise Missouri. Thus the Gov- 
ernor now says it is “all news to me” that 
there is any effort in the Highway Commission 
to fire Carl Brown, who has made an excellent 
record’ as Chief Highway Engineer. 

In January, Mr. Brown was forced to make 
an open demand for teamwork in the Highway 
Department, but Gov. Smith and his» Highway 
Commission chairman, Harris D. Rodgers, de- 
nied reports of a move to oust the engineer. 
This week Mr. Brown himself told a legislative 
committee he expected to be removed, but this 
remains news to the Governor, just as it was 
news to him six months ago. 

Gov. Smith entered office with a statement 
that gamblers’ support of his campaign was 
news to him. Later he denied to the Kefauver 
Committee that he had much knowledge of the 
Kansas City underworld boss, Charlie Binaggio, 
and said Binaggio only came to his office to 
ask about a good place to fish.

“As is usual with all great 
floods on our major rivers, this 
flood was the culmination of a 
long period of buildup. The stage 
setting started early in May. 
Heavy general rains began in 
northeastern Kansas, southeastern 
Nebraska, southwestern Iowa and 
northwestern Missouri. The rains 
continued at short intervals and 
by the latter part of May had 
spread over much of the four- 
state area. The genéral rains 
were punctuated at intervals by 
local. storms of cloudburst inten- 
sity such as the 12-inch rain 
which fell in 11 hours near Hays, 
Kan., on May 22. The general 
storms totaled to astonishing 
quantities. During May, 

and the first week of July some 


30 inches of rain, exceeding the 
normal rainfalls for an entire 


ar. 

This series of storms caused 
serious flooding on practically all 
the streams and rivers in the east- 
ern half of Kansas, the western 
third of Missouri and in southern 
and eastern Nebraska. Some 
streams overflowed their banks 
three or four timés and in some 
parts of the area there has been 
almost continuous flooding during 
the last two months. Thus, the 
scene was set for the terrible pe- 
riod starting 10 days ago, at which’ 
time the Kansas river and most of 
its principal tributaries were 
bankfull, the Missouri river above 
Kansas City was approximately 
bankfull and below Kansas City it 
was above flood stage. 

“The storm which caused this. 
flood began on July 9 and con- 
tinued through the tenth and elev- 
enth.

practically the entire Kansas river 
basin, except in the extreme west- 
ern and northern headwaters with 
from 2 to 12 inches of rain, and 
extended south and east over the 
Osage, Neosho, Verdigris and Ar- 
kansas rivers. ! 
“It is difficult to describe the 
resulting flood in terms which 
will adequately portray its mag- 
nitude and destruction.” 

The principal flooded areas in- 
cluded the Kansag river and all 
its principal tributaries, Smoky 
Hill, Saline, Solomon, Republi- 
can, Big 
Stranger; the Missouri all the way 
across the state from Kansas City, 
as well as the Osage river and 
other principal tributaries. The 
tributaries in northwest Missouri 
had been in flood shortly before 
but were receding at the climax 
of the flood period. 

The Kansas river discharge in 
1951 greatly exceeded any pre- 
vious flood. At Kansas City, be- 
low the confluence of the Kansas 
and Missouri rivers, the crest was 
reached on the morning of July 
14, The stage, even as held down 
by the Liberty Bend cutoff down- 
stream, approached the 1844 flood 
height.

T is dangerous to make blanket 
statements which must cover s0 
many varied environmental sit- 
uations and the children in them. 
It is true that loud noises make 
babies jump in fright, but as they 


’ grow they become more and more 


immune, so that eventually there 
is no fear reaction. 

One of my readers wonders if 
babies’ “nervousness” is due to 


partly to blame for the nervous- 
ness of babies?” she writes.

I WOULD HESITATE to call a 


fear reaction nervousness, though, 
of course, it is a nerve reaction. 
It is too easy to call babies nerv- 
ous when they are not. Jumping 
when a strange face comes into 
view, or when a loud sound falls 
on the baby’s ears, causes fear 
until the baby outgrows these re- 
actions, but is not indicative of 
nervousness. 

We should not indict the radio 
wholesale, for some parents use 
it discreetly.

No doubt 
small babies, as well as any adults 
within hearing, would show some 
reaction to this.

In 1939 he in- 
vested his life’s savings and a 
small inheritance in the publica- 
tion of a color book called “The 
Birth of Jesus.” It was a fine 
book, but Kiehl barely broke 
even, 

. Then, in 1940, Paul and Erich 
invested 690 in a Model A Ford 
and traveled west selling religious 
books during their summer vaca- 
tion.

Norman Marron, 
year-old executive secretary of 
the New York State Communist 
party, and better known as “Bill 
Norman,” is the kind of man who 
looks as though he needs a shave, 
an hour after he has shaved. 
Marron was born Nov. 10, 1901, 
in Russia. He migrated to the 
United States with his parents as 
a child and received derivative 


citizenship through the naturali- 


zation of his father in 1919. 

As he grew up Marron enrolled 
for three years at the College of 
the City of New York and starred 
at basketball. A prominent coach 
once described “Bill” as the 
“fightingest” and best basketball 
player he ever saw. 7 

They called him “Wee Willie 
Marron”—why is a mystery be- 
cause he’s anything but a dwarf. 
Though not tall—he is 5 feet 6 
inches—he. weighs a substantial 
162 pounds. 

In 1932—when he was 30 years 
of age—Marron joined the Com- 
munist party. Nine years later he 
was regarded as the dominating 
figure in the Communist move- 
ment in New Jersey. By 1945 he 
had become organizational secre- 
tary of the New York State Com- 
munist party, and he has been a 
powerful functionary for the Reds 
ever since. 

Federal Judge Harold R. ‘Me- 
dina, one of America’s foremost 
jurists, drew fire from Marron 
during and after the trial of the 
11 convicted top Communist lead- 
ers in 1949.

Marron is a glum-looking man 


with black hair, blue eyes and 
dark complexion. He does not 
seem to have much of a sense of 
humor. He hasn’t any standout 
characteristic that would make 
him quickly recognizable, except 
that dark, heavy beard. 

The fugitive is married and has 
two sons, aged 10 and 6. Until 
his disappearance he resided at 
150-42 Seventy-fifth avenue, 
Flushing, Long Island.
